High Egg production, high ef­ 
ficiency and low m ortality in the 
laying flock are going to be re­ 
lated to the bird’s comfort. 
An 
extra two dozen eggs per layer, 
a saving on one-half pound of 
feed per dozen on all eggs pro­ 
duced. and a reduction in mor­ 
tality of 5 percent can mean $120- 
$150 extra income per 100 hens. 
One item often overlooked is 
ventilation. 
Proper ventilation of 
laying 
houses

providing fresh air and removing 
excessive moisture. 
Faulty venti­ 
lation can result in wide varia­ 
tions in house temperatures which 
w ill affect feed consumption and 
egg production.. 
Insulation of the poultry house 
make ventilation fairly easy and 
helps:
